When fish plates wero’ first introduced, it 
was tho practice to put the jointa between 
the rails, The road where I examined it 
Was well tied as to numbers, Have seen 
many rails laid with short fish-plates, 
And, it is a common, practice to put 
but one bolt in ach end of the long 
fish plates, - That would be no matter of 
danger on a straight line. On a curveit is 
Gifferent, and these details are more closely 
attended to. Know many railroadé bal- 
lasted with broken stone—the Penpsyl- 
vania Central, for instance, and roads in 
New York State, It would be quite 
to run over that part of the road at 80 
miles per hour—as safe as to walk across 
the street. Have run over worse tracks at 
a higher rate of speed. The rate of speed 
would not account for the breaking of the 
flange, neither would the rail. It might 
have happened on the best stegl rails. 
Haye seen accidents happen on perfectly 
smooth tracks, which were perfectly inex- 
plicable.

Grand Junction Railway. 


An important meeting of the Directors of 
the Grand Junction Railway was held in the 
Board room on Friday, July 5th, for the pur- 
pose of establishing and defining the eastern 
terminus in the Town of Belleville ; at which 
the following Directors were present: Thos, 
Kelso,Esq., President,in the chair ; Hon. Billa 
Flint,A. F. Wood, D, D, Bogart, Hon.R. Read, 
H, Corby, W. H. Ponton, M. Bowell, J, M, 
Ferris, Jas.

A letter was read, signed by the Warden 
and Clerk of the County of Peterborough,

‘The report favored the No, 4 route, princl- 
pally on the easy connections which it would 
afford with the Grand Trunk Railway. 

A discussion having arisen upon the point 
of connecting with the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way, it was thought desirable that a commit 
tee consisting of Measra. Flint, Wood,Ponton, 
and Bogart should be appointed to wait 
upon Mr, Brydges,who was then in town,and 
ascertain his views upon the question, which 
was done.

latter was adjudged to Catharine Hopkins, 
whose composition, as woll as the compo- 
alitions of several of the other candidates, 
were publicly read on this occasion, As 

was remarked by every gontloman who 

spoke afterwards, theso reflected great 

credit on the authors, more especially when 

the circumstances uoder which the papers 

were written are considered. They were 

written in the School under the eye of the 

Head Master, no assistance from books or 

any other source being allowed. * 

Mr, McAnnany having been callled upon 
by Archdeacon Patton, who had been 
asked to preside, expreased his gratifica- 
tion that in the opinion of those every way 
compotent to judge,the present pupils fully 
sustwined the reputation of the school. 
Having known Mr, Burdon long and inti- 
matoly,be rejoiced that be was dischargiog 
his difficult duties with so much credit to 
himself and advantage to the scholars, 
The compositions of the pupils, 16 in num- 
ber, ho had read carefully. The powers of 
reflection, which these showed, were of a 
high order, considering the ages of the 
writers, At the same time, the peoman= 
ship and spelling merited the greatest com- 
mendation. . 

Mr, Wills also spoke in favorable terms 
of the examination, His sentiments in 
regard to the school bad undergone a 
change. Having witneased this day’s pro-~ 
ceedings, he was much pleased with the 

resent state and future prospects of tHe 
Institution, He had listened to the essays 
with the greatest pleasure, and to one of 
the pupils, Evelyn Davis (14 or 15 years of 
age) he begged to give a prize for the very 
creditable composition she had just read. 

His Worship the Mayor complimented 


the pupils highly on their reading 
and also on their compositions, He 
had. in his boyhood attended this 


school for some years, and could testify to 
the very beneficlal influence which the 
system of instruction pursued here wa 
likely to exert on the after career of the 
pupils, He concluded by announcing his 
intention of awarding a prize for composi~ 
tion at the next public examination. 

Mr. Northrup stated that an ex-pupil of 
Mr. Burdon’s had just gained the first prize 
for grammar inthe 4th form at U. ©. Col- 
lege, for which he was in a large measure 
indebted to the careful training received in 
this school, and in token of his satisfaction, 
he now;promised a prize—tobe given at the 
next examination— to the boy or girl wh 
should show the greatest proficiency in this 
important branch, 

ov. Mr. Smith spoke in yery compli- 
mentary ‘terms of the examimatioa just 
brought to a ol The Latin olasses, both 
senior and junior, had acquitted themselves 
exceedingly well, especially the boys in 
Virgil and Horace, who translated, parsed 
and scanned the passages selected by the 
examiners witha facility and accuracy 
higly creditable to themselves and their 
teachers. He regretted he was not present 
when the exainination of the mathematical 
classes took place ; he could testify, how- 
ever, to the very efficient manner in which 
this important branch 1 taught in the 
school, The attuinments ofthe pupils in 
Geometry and Algebra he had seen tested 
on previous occasions, for instance in De- 
cemboer last, when the most adyanced class 
passed a very successful examination in the 
six books of Euclid and at least two thirds 
of Sangater's Algebra, . 

Mr, Burdon stated that during the last 
6 months, the names of 88 pupils had been 
placed on the Register, 46 boys and 42 
girls, Also that since the reopening of the 
School in August last, 76 pupils had been 
examined with a view to admission, of 
whom 55 had been found qualified to en- 
ter. Henext referred to the number of 
Scholarships and firat prizes that in former 
years had been gained by his pupils at the 
Educational Institutions in Toronto, more 

articularly, U. 0. College and Toronto 

niversity, But the question might be 
asked how do those acquit themselyes who 
now goto Toronto? In answer, he would 
make the following statement; Sinco 1869, 
5 connected with his Department had join- 
ed the Proyinclal Normal School, and 
what positions had they held there? All 
of them after passing the entrance examin- 
ation, had been placed in the Senior Di- 
vision. One of them, Miss Sarah Temples 
ton,now a very successful Teacher in 
School No. 2, had in one session, entitled 
herself tos Normal School Certificate of 
the highest class, a distinction which the 
majority of students are unable to obtain 
until after an attendance of 8,4, or evei 
5 sessions, Another pupil, Miss Jessie 
Jnck,went to the Normal School in August 
1871, and soon after the close of her firat 
session, or 1n January last, attained the 
foremost place, as appeared from the 
monthly examinations, amongst tho female 
students inthe highest Division. Many 
of the students in the Institution have been 
in attendance for 8 or 4 sessions. The 
facta just stated threw much light, he 
thought, on the manner in which the 
higher English branches are taught in the 
Belleville High School. Again; William 
Northrup entered U. O, College in Septem- 
ber last, and was placed in the 4th Form, 
At the recent examinations,as appears from 
the published list, he carried off a larger 
number of firat prizes than any other 
pupil (one boy excepted, who obtained the 
samo number) in the Ifstitution, above 800 
boys having attended during the Inst 12 
monthe from various parta of the Province, 
His prizes are; for Head of 4th Form, for 
Grammar, Prench,Composition,and first Ex- 
hibition Prize,tho last worth $100.All of the 
above pupils attended the Bellevillo High 
School for several years before going to 
Toronto. 

Archdoacon Patton, who was present 
throyghout the day, expressed much aatiafac~ 
tlon with the re#ults and especially with the 
manner in which ghe pupils in Euclid demon 
trated the propositions pointed out to them 
Ho had read carefully the compoaltions of 16 
of the acholars, and was highly ploaned with 
the talent they displayed. He was especially 
gratifiod with the ‘spirit of loyalty and 
patriotiem by which thelr literary efforts 
were characterized. | He doubted not the 
pupila would enjoy the holidays heartily.

“ After a careful estimate, we consider 
that three pounds of the Paris green, mix- 
ed with its due proportion of flour (30 to 
86 pounds) will, if economically used, be 
found sufficient for one acre of potatoes, 
Assuming 50 cents to be the ordinary retail 
price per pound of Paris green, every 
application of the mixture would cost from 
two to three dollars per acre exclusive of 
the labour, If the insect is very abundant, 
two or more applications may be required, 
as exposure to wind and rain will eventu 
ally remove the powder entirely from the 
leaves, rendering them liable to further 
attacks, Some discretion should be exer- 
cised in selecting a suitable time for using 
the mixture, which should{not be applied 
during high winds, or immediately before 
4 rain storm. 

“As this mixture is of a poisonous 
character, ordinary care should be used ip 
handling it, to avoid inbaling much of the 
dust when applying it, to wash the Lands 
after each application, to keep it out of 
the reaoh of the children, and to exclude 
live stock of all kinds from flelds where 
the poison is used, With these precautions 
no danger need be apprehended, it does 
not injure the leaves to any appreciable 
extent, unless very heavily applied, and 
camnot possibly .affect the potato itself, 
We make th remarks because we have 
met with individuals who entertain a 
foolish prejudice against the use of this 
mixtare, for fear that it might injure the 
potatoes.”

Grand Demonstration 


WILL TAKE PLACE IN THE 


the Orangemen in Canada, on his right be- 
ing Wm. Johnston, Esq., M.A., M.P., the 
representative of Irish Orangeism, ex- 
Mayor Rochester of Ottawa, and Dr. Sweet- 
land, President of the St. George’s Society 
of this city, and on his left Francis Clemow, 
Esq, District Master of Ottawa, the Rev. 
Mr, May, and Henry McCormick, Esq., Mr.

Colonel Bowell said that it was only a 
few minutes before enterng the room that 
he knew he was expected to preside at this 
important demonstration in honor of a gen- 
tleman, a member of the Imperial House of 
Commons, representing a constituency, who 
had done more, in the land which had 
given him birth, for the Orange Order in 
Treland, than any other man who had ever 
been associated with it. In fact it was to 
him that Orangeism was indebted for the 
abrogation of the Party Procession Act, 
nobly seconded as he had been by the 
present Governor General of the Dominion, 
Lord Dufferin, long life to him; (cheers) 
and he was glad to see that the people of 
Canada were prepared to accord him a 
most hearty welcome. Colonel Bowell 
then called upon Brother Olemow to read 
the address ot welcome from the brethren 
of this District. 

Mr. Johnston in reply to the address, 
spoke of the knowledge that he had al- 
ready gained of the vastness of Canada in 
his trip up those noble rivers, the St.

Austria and France, and they had witness- 
ed the fact that the aon of tho King of 
Italy, banned by the Pope, was now the 
King of what has beon tho most Catholic 
country in the world, Spain—Spuin which

If ho had any wish it was to 
be able to emulate the noble deeds done in 
Belleville on that glorious 4th of Septems 
ber, 1860, [Applause.] He found in the 
INTELLIGENCER of that evening a beautiful 
piece of poetry addressed to him, He felt 
that he was not worthy of the encomiume 
passed upon him in it, but the brethren 
banded together, collectively, were.

Is it a Coalition ? 


We have lately heard a great deal from 
the Grit press about the importance of 
drawing party lines and of the immorality 
of Coalitions, Ithas been the cry of the 
Grits ever since Geo. Brown left the Coali- 
tion Government—againat the Dominion 


Administration as well as against the 
Ontario’ Administration—and no stone has 
been left unturned to try and draw the 
moderates of the old Reform party into the 
rauks of the Grits. But the moderates of 
the old Reform party as wellas the mod- 
erates of the old Conservative party were 
brought together by a very natural cohesion. 
The questions which had divided parties 
in the old times had all been settled, the 
old party lines had been obliterated, ‘and 
although the leading men of these parties 
jhad been taught in different political 
schools, after tha questions which had 
hitherto,divided them had been settled, 
there was no reason why these partics should 
not think alike upon those questions which 
agitute public attention to-day, The idea, 
therefore, of re-establishing old party ines 
was absurd, simply because there were no 
pay lines. The moderate men of the old 
eform party and the moderate men of the 
old Conservative party united here as they 
did elsewhere, and have given a fair sup- 
port to the Dominion Administration, as 
they did to the late Sandtield McDonald- 
Carling Administration. A Government 
composed of moderate men, under the 
peculiar circumstances in which parties 
were placed, and while the great work of 
consolidating the Empire was yet going 
op, was certainly the safest kind of Goy- 
ernment for the country, as the legislation 
of both Parliaments for the past five years 
unmistakeably shows, One of the princi- 
pal points the Grits tried to make out 
against the late Ontario Ministry was that 
it was a Coalition, and because it was such 
it must necessarily be immoral and corrupt, 
Whien, therefore, that party succeeded in 
overthrowing the Sandfleld McDonald- 
Carling Ministry, it was naturally thought 
that they would form a pure party Govern- 
ment, without the semblance of an “old 
Tory,” or even a “ Liberal Conservative,’” 
in it, It Was pot presumed for a moment 
that, whatever else they might do, they 
would attempt to form an Administration 
except ot a thoroughly party type.
